George K. Kdmunds was the father 


of tho electoral law. which solved Uic 
presidential tangle ol 1STU-7. 
It was 


the greatest triumph of remedial legis- 
lation known in our time. Kven the 
resumption [act wa.- inferior lo it in 
some respects and from .the nature oi 
the circumsaanccs. 
The resumption 


act was tho alignment of tho country 
with the economic tendencies of the 
time and against its own ignorance and 
weakness, (the grand product and re- 
sultant of hard-fought campaigns and 
economic forces, (wrought into law by 
John Sherman. The electoral law, on 
the other hand, wan devised in the heat 
of a great and appalling emergency. 
bursting suddenly upon the country and 
arraying parties and sections in in al- 
most warlike attitude und threatening 
the orderly succession of the govern- 
ment itself. It is well known that the 
measure came full-fledged from the Sen- 
ate division of tho special committee 
on the elector*! count, and it never was 
denied that so far as one man was enti- 
tled to the credit, that man was Senator 
Edmunds. The fair intent and pur- 
pose of that measure are well remem- 
bered, and its success in settling peace- 
ably and 1( gaily the queilioo at issue 
ia admitted. Had Judge Davit gone 
into the electoral commission, instead 
of being elected to the Senate by the 
too eager Democrats, the result might 
havo been different, although the wis- 
dom of tho decision of the electoral 
commission, denying to itself any power 
to go behind the returns of Status, will 
without doubt be vindicated in hintory.
